The application has been amended as follows: 

Withdrawn Claims 6-8, 11, 13-14 have been considered and rejoined into 
the independent claim 1 and withdrawn claims 22, 25-27, 29. 31-32 rejoined into 
the independent claim 20 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-14, 20-23 and 25-32 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In response 
to remarks and claim amendments made in Applicant's Amendment filed on 
04/21/2008, Applicant's argument is persuasive. Neither cited references nor the prior 
art of record alone or in combination teaches, discloses or suggest obvious that a card 
type electronic apparatus having the PCBA having "a width defined by opposing side 
edges of the PCB" and "wherein the width of the PCBA is substantially equal to an 
interior width separating interior surfaces of the upper side walls, and the PCBA is 
mounted against an interior surface of the upper cover such that no portion of the lower 
cover is disposed between outer edges of the PCBA and the upper side walls of the 
upper cover." as claimed in the claim 1 (similar to claim 20 ). Claims 2-14 depend on 
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the claim 1 and claims 21-23, 25-32 depend on the claim 20. Amended claims have 
been considered and upon conclusion of a comprehensive search of the prior art, the 
office indicates that the claims, as amended, are allowable.
